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$464,000 extra state aid 
bails out school budget

Good news was the order of the 
night as voters at Monday's special 
town meeting passed over four 
articles and approved the remain 
ing nine articles in a record 
breaking two hour session. Of the 
nine articles taken up, four ¥ 
approved without discussion. 

News that the Commonwealth 
would be returning $464,000 to the 
town took Wilmington voters by 
surprise as they prepared to cut 
$538,379 from the budget. The 
welcome announcement was made 
by selectmen, who were notified 
earlier that Governor Michael 
Dukakis was releasing $20 million 
in distress funds to local cities and 
towns. As a precaution, voters 
proceeded to make the necessary 
reductions, contingent upon receipt 
of the emergency funds. They cut 
$271,516 from the town side of the 
ledger, $142,000 trom the school 
department, and $24,318 from 
Shawsheen Tech. 

In their deliberations on the 
Proposed cuts, town meeting-pocrs 
went along with the selectmen's 
recommendation that no cuts be 
made in the school budget if the 
state funds are forthcoming, The 
remaining $75,000 to be cut, they

tributed on a lottery basis, with 
Wilmington residents getting first 
preference for the single family 
duplex, triplex, and quadraplex 
units, Eleven of the units have been 
offered to the Wilmington Housing 
Authority but, said Tighe, the 
board had neglected to apply for 
state funds because of the si 
fiscal crisis. If the authority doc 
pick up the units, they will revert 
back to HOP (Homeownership 
Opportunity Program) units and 
sell for $95,000 apiece, said Tighe 
The developer told the task force 
the $4.6 million for N-loans for the 
affordable units has been trans 
ferred to a Boston bank and are 
secure. He said he has received the 
CDAG grant of one half million 
Aollars to fund infrastructure work 
like the water line installation, 
which will be bid in December 
Tighe explained work on the 
infrastructure will begin in May 
with work on and off site pro 
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gressing at the same time. Tighe 
expects work will begin at Hopkins 
Surcet and move toward the Shaw 
sheen River over a three to four 
year period 

Though Tighe and his partners 
received a temporary permit to in 
stall a sewer line under the tracks at 


Lake Street and Grove Avenu 
Tighe said because of somethir 
called “enhancement value,” which 


places a val land once it's 
developed 9 f, the original 
100 fee has increased. 

In addition, said Tighe, the state 
now wants all 11 housing audhority 
units built during the first phase 
instead of phased in over three 
years. Tighe said he wasn’t in favor 
of that requir&ment, even though it 
would allow proponents to obtain 
state funds quicker to help reduce 


their debt. Task force members 
were also against the plan, saying it 
would destroy the whole idea of 


mixing the lower cost units with the 
market value homes. Tighe said he 
would continue discussing this new 
idea with the state

Regional, grassroots efforts 
needed to fight pollution

Both a regional approach in- 


volving neighboring towns as well 
as a local effort at the grassroots 
level are needed to control pol- 
lution of the state's groundwater 
supplies. In additién, towns and 
cities can take steps to protect their 
water supply with land use controls 
such as zoning, purchasing the land 
around sensitive recharge arcas, and 
adopting and enforcing aquifer 
protection bylaws 

In a groundwater forum spon. 
sored by the Wilmington League of 
Women Voters, four experts told an 
attentive audience Tuesday that the 
best groundwater management stra- 
tegy is protection. And protection, 
they said, can involve citizens who 
are willing to report violations, 
such as the dumping of illegal 
hazardous wastes, as well as neigh: 
boring communitics, which are 
equally affected by groundwater 
pollution. Remediation measures to 
clean up contaminated water were 
viewed as costly and sometimes, the 
experts said, the damage is irrever 
sible 

In an effort to protect Wil 
mington’s water supply, the water 
department has conwacted with IEP 
to do an aquifer protection study 
prior to bringing an aquifer pro. 
tection bylaw bi ¢ voters at 
April’s town mecting.

Whelan, a hydrogeologist with IEP, 
said last night the main focus of the 
study will be to discover which 
areas need the most protection and

Whelan said though her firm is 
only in "the very beginning stages” 
of its work, staff members are 
already identifying potential con- 
taminates from landfills, junk- 
yards, surface impoundments, and a 
confirmed hazardous waste site 
currently under investigation 

* Whelan explained that Wilmington 
is fortunate that most of the land 
surrounding municipal wells is 
already owned by the Wilmington 
Water Department. 

Most pollution comes from smal 
ler businesses like gas stations, ma 
and pa type stores, and cleaning 
establishments, as well as from 
home heating: oil tanks, and not 
from large corporations, said Don 
Hickman, a toxic pollution specia- 
list with the Audobon Socicty 
Bylaws or ordinances may regulate 
future use or development in sen- 
sitive areas, but they don't give 
towns the legal authority to remove 
past uses or uses grandfathered in, 
he added. 

Dr. Robert Amold, a professor of 
cartography at Salem State, spoke 
on the Ipswich River and the work 


ving day for a house on Woburn 
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of the Ipswich Kiver Watershed 
Association. He noted there could be 
pollution at the headwaters of the 
river which is in Wilmington. Dr. 
Arnold said some of the buildings 
off Concord Surect are too close to 
the floodplain and there is "an awful 


lot of encroachment of buildings 
and people and land use in 
Wilmington.” 

"Groundwater pollution is not a 
thoretical problem, It's very real 
and it's at our doorstep already,” 
maintained Martin Pillsbury. Pills- 
bury, who works for the Metro- 
politan Area Planning Council, 
explained how five North Shore 
communities took a regional ap- 
proach to the problem and formed 
an ad-hoc water protection 
community. Pillsbury urged local 
citizens to recognize that household 
hazardous wastes are a potential 
danger in unsewered areas. 

The two hour forum was led by 
league president Barbara Sullivan, 
who affirmed that‘Ner organization 
has "strong feclings" about pro- 
tecting Wilmington's water supply. 
During an informative slide show 
‘on groundwater, it was pointed out 
that "the time for responsible action 
is now. What we must give up is the 
luxury of taking it (water) for 
granted. 


Boomers 
denied 
food permit 


Eastern Billiard Supply, 780 
Main St, Wilmington was denied a 
special permit authorizing that

It would be more 
sanitary to sell in this manner, and 
if spilled would prevent damage to 
the rugs and pool tables Since there 
are already vending machines in 
the establishment the sale of hot 
dogs would not be an imposition. 

The board was told by Bill 
Hooper of the Planning Board that 
ithe zoning bylaw prohibits the sale 
of food in a General Industrial 
area, and even a Special Permit 
would not allow it. The vote to 
deny was unanimous.

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Wilmington suspends | 
special needs criteria

Wilmington has temporarily sus- 
pended its special needs criteria 
which helps identify students with 
intrinsic or internal handicapping 
conditions, The criteria was auth- 
ored by Special Education Director 
Cleo Fredette in 1981 and, since 
that time, helped the special educ- 
ation department reach about 800 
youngsters in town, 

Wilmington's criteria covers stu- 
dents with learning, developmental, 
and emotional disorders; behavior 
or personality disorders; chronic 
illness or vision, hearing, and head 
injury problems; or students unable 
to make effective progress in 
regular education. 

Fredette told the Wilmington 
School Committee Wednesday an 
attomey with the state department 
of education issucd an opinion 
stating that Wilmington’s criteria is 
not in conformance with that of the 
State. In addition, he said, some 
members of the Regional Advisory 
Council, made up of a broad spec- 
trum of parents, public figures, and 
advocacy groups, complained to the 
state that Wilmington's criteria was 


too limiting and his department was 
not providing good service to 
special needs youngsters. 

In fact, Fredette explained, the 
State as yet has not adopted its own 
criteria, though it generally goes 
along with the idea that a student 
with any temporarysor permanent 
disability which hinders progress in 
school could fall under his depart- 
ment. Fredette said until the state 
adopts its own critcria, he is unsure 
what guidelines to use. 

Recently, a special task force, 
under Dr. Marybeth Fafard, Asso- 
ciate Commissioner of Special Edu- 
cation, has been looking into the 
whole issue and developing a crite- 
ria which could be used throughout 
Massachusetts. The critcria,though 
has not been made public, even 
though the task force completed its 
study in May, 

After learning of the contro- 
versy, Fredette offered to pilot the 
experimental criteria in Wilming- 
ton for a few months. This will re- 
quire some techhical assistance 
workshops through the state to 
reportedly learn how to implement 
the guidelines established by the

Fredette was critical of the state 
both at last Wednesday's meeting 
and in talking to the Town Crier on 
Thursday. He explained the reason 
he developed his own criteria was 
because the state had “played os- 
trich" and refused to take 
ership role" in setting up s 
clearcut, consistent guidelines. 

“We should all be making con: 
tent decisions,” said a vocal F 
dette, adding that the department of 
education was aware of Wilming- 
ton's criteria and he “never hid 
anything we were doing.” 

In 1981, close to 17 percent of 
Wilmington students were classi- 
fied as special needs, which led 10 
concern and a townwide criteria 
that has since been adopted or used 
by 20 other school systems in the 
state. Today, that number has been 
reduced to 14.7 percent. However, 
under the state's broader definition, 
there's a good possibility those 
figures will again increase. 

One of Fredette's firm beliefs is 
that there should be more alter. 
native education and remedial pro- 
grams in regular education to help 
failing students so they don't eve 
tually fall under special needs. 
Currently, any elementary student 
in danger of not being promoted 
and any secondary student who fails 
two of more non-clective subjects 
is classified special needs. 

"We are only giving more indi- 
vidualized attention. But regular 
education can do that too,” Fredette 
claimed. He went on to say “it 
makes alot of sense to bolster the 
regular education program” in such 
areas as curriculum development, 
grading standards, and cooperation 
between regular and special educa 
tion, 

Fredette also maintained that reg- 
ular education missed an opportun- 
ity by not putting "more tecth” into 
Chapter 188 (the regular education 
law) so regular students would have 
advantages similar to those man- 
dated for special needs pupils. He 
predicted Wilmington will continue 
to see a drain on regular education 
because of increasing mandated 
costs of special education. 

Fredette said though controversy 
continues to swirl, he is not un. 
happy with his or Wilmington's 
role in it. 

"I realty believe we have acted as 
catalyst for change and forced the 
department of education to train a 
community for the first tim 
said, adding, "I think we 
leadership role in the statc.”

State Transportation Secretary Fred Salvucci came 
under a heavy barrage of questioning at last week's 
Senate Ways and Means hearing, as legislators begin 
to cope with the fact that the cost of the central artery 
depression in Boston may leave little or no funding 
for roadway projects in their suburban district: 
The ways and means committee, chaired by 
Senator Patricia McGovem, expressed its frustration 
over the fact that since last spring hundreds of 
millions of dollars in construction projects have been 
put on hold, and that the massive financial 
commitment of the central artery depression may 
shortchange the growing need for bridge and 
roadway repair in other parts of Massachusetts 
State Senator Bob Buell, a member of Senate Wa: 
and Means, said that he and his suburban colleagues 
are threatened with the prospect of the "Big Dig’ in 
Boston will deplete the state's transportation funds at 
the direct expense of other cities and towns. "All the 
federal aid is going right into that three mile stretch 
along the Boston Harbor," said Buell 

Ninety percent of the artery project is being funded 
by the federal government, with a 10 percent 
commitment to be made by the state. But even that 
smaller percentage represents at least $25 million 
annually for the life of the project 

The politics of this situation is becoming in 
ercasingly obvious. The 'Big Dig’ in Boston could 
make it nearly impossible for a suburban legislator 
to take home the bacon for a local roadway or bridge 
project, especially in light of the continued instability 
of the state budget. 

Add to this yet another political ingredient 

With the plight of the state infrastructure receiving 
increased publicity, the trade unions (whose life 
blood is large public works projects) and 
Transportation Secretary Salvucci are increasing 
their joint, grassroots efforts for a gasoline tax. 
Their strategy may be to take advantage of the 
anxicty on Beacon Hill that hundreds of local 
projects will remain on hold as transportation 
moncys continue to funnel into the ‘Big Dig.’ 
"Salvucci is saying he won't advertise any local 
projects until there's an increase in the gas lax In 
effect he's holding us hostage," said Senator Buell. 

But questions have already arisen on how-any 
increase in gas tax revenue swould be allocated 
Buell believes an increase will simply be passed on to 
the feeding frenzy of the Harbor project, making it a 
hard tax to sell to suburbanites when their own 
bridges and roadw continue to be neglected 
“Why would my constituents want to pay a higher 
gas tax if 80 or 90 percent of that is going to the 
Central Artery Project," said Buell. 

Wilmington officials may be alarmed at the impact 
of the budget crisis and the harbor project on the 
availability of funds for the renovation of the Center, 
However, State Rep. Augie Grace, a member of the 
House Transportation Committee, said that the poor 
condition of the Center bridge makes its repaleement 
a top priority for the state. "The Center project is 
equally in jeopardy with all the other projects in 

sachuscetts, though I consider replacement of the 
Wilmington Center bridge to be the top priority for 
the department of public works," said Grace. 


Zarlier in the year an increase in the gas tax may 
have been described as politically unrealistic. But 
time will tell whether or not a new realism comes to 
play here. Legislators, who depend on the political 
benefit of bringing public works projects to their 
communities, may begin to re-evalaute the gas tax 
issue, especially if that money is earmarked for 
bridge and roadway repairs in their districts. 

Mark Erlich, program director of the Mass. 
Building Trades Council, went so far as to suggest 
that it could take a tragedy to promote increased 
revenues for infrastructure repairs. "I'm afraid of a 
Connecticut situation; that it might take a disaster to 
get people to support improving the bridges and 
highways," said Erlich. 

But a less tragic catalyst for funding of suburban 
projects may be realization that the only su for 
the central artery depression will be moving 
traffic-weary drivers from the sunshine to the 
subterranean.

Ever seen a wild deer? 
Thank the hunters! 


by Bill Conlon 

Every year around this time, those 
who hunt are forced to defend their 
sport against those who are opposed. 
Hunters are the best thing that ever 
happened to wild animals, but the 
flak and bickering never end. 

T'm a hunter, and I'm proud of it. 
As one of many, I feel obligated to 
speak for those hunters who don't 
happen to write outdoors columns, 
but still find themselves forced to 
defend mankinds’s oldest activity. 
And forget that joke about the other 
“oldest profession” in the world. 

Every year, my brethren and I go 
into the woods and fields, in pursuit 
of game animals, Emphasis on that 
word game, as those are the species 
hunted, and they are well managed 
by a tcam of experts in every state. 
Never will a species of game animals 
be hunted to extinction. Never, Bag 
limits are set each year, based on the 
populations of cach species, to keep 
hunters from over-harvestin, 

So, the animals we hunt are treated 
as a renewable resource. There are 
more whitetail deer in Massachuseus 
today than there were POO years ago, 
and that’s a cold fact. There are also 
turkeys today, and there were none 
at all 100 years ago. Cold fact 

Who pays the wages of those game 
expens? Hunters do. 

Money for game management is 
raised through sale of hunting and 
fishing licenses, and also through the 
sale of such things as duck stamps, 
archery and muvzleloader permits, 
bear permits, wild turkey permits, 
tapping permits, and the like. We 
pay dearly. How much do the anti 
hunters pay? 

Also, hunters and anglers imposed 
a voluntary tax upon themselves and. 
their gear, giving rise to the Pitman- 
Robertson Act, Taxes are placed on 
the sale of all hunting and fishing 
cquipment, and those funds are used 
to support game management and 
the purchase of habitat areas. Ag 
the taxes were voluntarily imposed, 
We pay gladly 

In addition to taxes, hunters pay in 
other ways. Just try to find a motel 
room in the Berkshires during the 
shotgun deer season, this year from 
Nov. 27 to Dec. 6. Better still, try 
today to book a room during that 
period for 1991! And good luck! 

Motel owners in the western half 
of the state know that hunters will 
book every square inch of lodging 
during deer season, Add to that the 
meals, beverages, gasoline, clothing 
and Souvenirs that will be bought as 
incidentals, Between the foliage and 
ski scasons, there are the hunters, In 
some portions of the Berkshires, the 
hunters are keeping people alive and 
well in an otherwise off season 

What about the killing? Isn't that 
all that hunters do -- go in the woods 
to kill 

Well, in a way, North American 
whitetail deer are fast, smart, clever 
and nearly invisible in their woods. 
Most hunters can claim a successful 
season if they just SEE a deer in the 
woods. II's not like a walk through a 
petting zoo, blasting everything that 
looks like a deer. Oh hardly. It's a 
full challenge just to see one. One. 

Add to that the game-management 
tool of a bucks-only harvest, which 
means that a deer must have visible 
antlers before a shot is fired. One 
buck is able to “service” quite a few 
docs, so the boys are hunted and the 
ladies are protected, for the good of 
the herd. So about half the deer we 
see are out of bounds for hunters. 

Instead, a deer hunt is time spent in 
the woods, enjoying the scenery and 
the wildlife, but with ears and eyes 


‘on full alert for that one movement 
that means deer. Last season, just as 
an example, I spent five full days in 
the woods, starting before sunrise, 
breaking for lunch, then returning 
to hunt until sunset -- all without a 
single deer spotted. How many full 
days in the field did anti-hunters 
spent last year? Probably not many. 

It may scem like a contradiction, 
but deer hunters love deer, and not 
just as walking largets, We love ‘em 
and we'd never do anything to hurt 
them as a whole. Never. 

Even if I do kill a deer, the damage 
to the herd is negligible at best. The 
New Hampshire department of fish 
and game, for an example, reports a 
state deer herd of 40,000 head for 
the past two years in a row, with an 
annual kill of just over 6,000 deer. 
That means more than 15 percent of 
the deer herd was harvested in each 
of the past two years, but the herd 
itsclf wasn't changed at all, Hunters 
kill deer without hurting them, in a 
manner of speaking. Again, careful 
game management does the trick. 

However, if a bulldozer comes in 
and flattens a 40 acre tract of forest 
to build a new condo project, that 
land is forever denied to the deer, 
and they won't be back. I'm abused 
and sniped at for killing one decr, 
but the guy driving the bulldozer 
isn't bothered. That's not exactly 
fair, is it? 

And the ancient sport of hunting 
has yet another enemy -- the "slob" 
hunter. These dangerous idiots are 
the ones who drink, litter, shoot up 
signs and livestock, start fires and 
generally give all hunters a bad rep. 
Because of them, thousands of acres 
of prime hunting land are posted "no 
trespassing” and everyone is hurt. 
Hell, if | owned a farm in the Berk- 
shires and saw such an assault on my 
property, I'd be sorely tempted to 
post my land, too. If you know a 
slob hunter, it's your duty to report 
him to the authorities, or at the very 
least refuse to go hunting with him 
ever again. It doesn't matter if he's 
your dad, your brother or your very 
best friend. If he's a jerk, tell him, 
then dump him -- today! 

» there you have it 

We as hunters are scomed as being 
“Bambi killers,” but we provide the 
money and interest that keeps the 
deer herd prosperous. 

We spend on lodging, food and 
such during deer scason, and we pay 
voluntary taxcs, 10 boot 

We hunt deer without harming the 
herd, and take heat, while the bull- 
dozers wipe out entire habitats with 
scarcely a peep of protest.

Hospital to prevent another in a 
series of miscarriages that had 
plagued her since 1983. Her long 
confinement may have been the 
easiest step in her journcy through 
IVF clinics in three countries. 

The Canadian couple first tried 
IVF at Borne Hall in Cambridge, 
England, with Doctors Steptoc 
and Edwards, the physicians 
responsible for the world’s first 
test-tube baby. The procedure was 
necessary because ectopic preg- 
nancies in 1976 and 1978 had cost 
Mrs. Lemaire her fallopian tubes. 

After three trips to England 
and five unsuccessful IVF 
attempts, Mrs, Lemaire made one 
additional attempt at a clinic in 
Quebec City. She then heard of 
Dr, Cardone's center in Montreal. 
Her first IVF attempt with Dr. 
Cardone occurred in 1987 fol- 
lowed by another; the last three 
IVF cycles were completed after 
Cardone moved his practice to 
Massachusetts. 

“I know Joanne was often very 
discouraged about her experi- 
ence,” recalls Dr. Cardone. “I 
would never have encouraged her 
had it been hopeless.” 

As for Joanne Lemaire, she 
knew she would be back despite 
13 years of effort.

dents are not taught about contra- 
ceptive devices but are encour- 
aged to practice abstinence. High 
school students review human 
anatomy with the emphasis of a 
twice weekly healthy class on the 
consequences of actions. 
According to Joseph Maltecea, 
health teacher and boy's track and 
field coach, parents must involve 
themselves more deeply in teach- 
ing responsible sexual behavior. 
Parents should be aware that 
between 60 and 70 percent of high . 
school seniors are sexually active 
and that a recent study of 20,000 
college students revealed that by 
1991, AIDS will bé the number 
one Killer among men aged 20 to 
21. 
"These kids are being infected 
in high school," says Maltecea. 
According to the Wobum Daily 
Times, the Woburn schools do not 
teach sex education at any grade 
level. When a sex ed’ program 
was proposed in the mid-'70's, it 
was strongly opposed by many 
parents.

“The Fabulous 


Baker Boys” 
and Short Takes 


"The Fabulous Baker Boys" 
Starring Jeff Bridges, Michelle 
Pfeiffer, Beau Bridges. Written 
and directed by Steve Kloves. 
Produced by Paula Weinstein, 
Mark Rosenberg. Rated R. 


This is one sexy movie. 

Not just in the physical sense, 
but in every possible meaning of 
the word. The dialogue, the cast, 
the plot and even the photography 
all work to get your juices flowing 
intellectually as well as erotically. 
Add to that an underlying, almost 
bemused sense of humor, matched 
by a stiff dose of cynicism, and 
this movie should blow the com- 
petition out of the water at Oscar 
time. 

Jeff and Beau Bridges play the 
Fabulous Baker Boys, a pair of 
piano players who work the local 
lounge scene in Seattle, They've 
been at it for 31 years, putting in 
their time at cheap Tahitian bars 
and numerous Starlight lounges. 
They have the rouzine down pat, 
can play "Feelings" without hav- 
ing to think about it. But there is 
no charm in their act. There may 
have been once, when they were 
young and it was still fun. All you 
have to do is look at them and 
know those days ended long ago, 
probably in some tawdry bar off 
the Interstate. 

In an effort to boost business, 
Frank (Beau Bridges) decides to 
add a singer to.the act. Jack, (Jeff 
Bridges) who hasn't done much 
more than just show up for the 
past few years, doesn't so much 
agree as glide along with the idea, 
When they end up with Susie 
Diamond (Michelle Pfeiffer) a 
gum-snapping retiree from an 
escort service, they take on more 
than a pretty blonde with a sulury 
voice. Susie force: pair to take 
a hard look at their music and 
their relationship. 


One would assume that a 
movie about a couple of lounge 
lizards and a crusty singer would 
be full of cheap shots and slime 
ball humor. Wrong. These three 
people are some of the most fully- 
developed characters to be trotted 
across a screen in years. Frank, 
who is worried about losing his 
hair and keeping up an image, is a 
nice family man who maintains 
the business. He may lack imagi- 
nation, and any real talent, but he 
does his best and always keeps 
going. Jack, the one with the real 
talent, at first comes across as a 
martyr, a guy who stayed with the 
act for his brother's sake. By the 
end of the movie you realize he's 
actually taken great satisfaction in 
wallowing and not doing, and that 
maybe it was nerdy Frank who 
kept him going, not the other way 
around. 

The story starts out with some 
very funny scenes of the Bakers 
auditioning singers. Jennifer Tilly 
is a standout as a waitress with a 
Betty Boop voice who does a ren- 
dition of "The Candy Man” that 
was perhaps choreographed on 
Venus. Susie shows up 90 minutes 
late, makes fun of them and 
demands a try-out anyway. 

The Baker's relationship with 
Susie can al first be defined by 
what she calls them: Egghead and 
Baker. Egghead is Frank, the one 
who teaches her how to dress and 
what to say. Baker is the cool 
younger brother who stands back, 
smoking and occasionally making 
caustic, oh so cool remarks. But 
it's Baker she goes for. 

Writer/director Steve Kloves 
keeps the humor and the heat 
turned up at first. Not only do we 
get to know these people, but we 
get to like them, warts and all, 
‘The sparks practically fly between 
Susie and little brother Jack, and 
Kloves adds to the eroticism by

allowing his camera to caress 
Pfeiffer as she sings. Her rendi- 
tion of "Makin' Whoopee,” lying 
on a piano and wrapped in a snug 
red dress, leads up to one of the 
sexiest scenes in cinema. Jack 
massages her neck and back in an 
empty ballroom, surrounded by 
the sad remains of a New Year's 
Eve Party, with only the camera 
uacking his moves. Yet as hot as 
this scene is, Kloves takes his 
lessons from films of the Thirtics 
and Fortics - we never sce any 
more flesh than the curve ‘of a 
back. 

As the characters begin to 
reshape their roles, the humor 
gives way to sharp conversation 


just shy of shocking, so stinging 
you may catch yourself gasping. 
Kloves has a superb ear for a dia- 
logue honed by knowledge. These 
people can go fot the jugular 


because they really love one 
another. Their barbs are all the 
more dangerous for having been 
dipped in honesty. 


Of course, as delectable as 
Kloves’ script is, he would never 
have pulled it off without these 
particular actors. Beau adds depth 
to his stiff, business-minded man- 
ager/performer, making him sym- 
pathetic and likable. Jeff, on the 
other hand, makes sure we know 
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that inis character's wariness and 
inability to connect has made him 
screwball in his own right. He's 
not just a cute, artsy type, but an 
embittered man with no one to 
blame but himself. Pfeiffer adds 
integrity and grit to a role that 
could have merely sizzled. And 
yes, those are her own throaty 
vocals, no one dubbed -her 
singing. 

The movie ends on a decidedly 
hopeful note, but not an unimag- 
inable one. You can see how these 
people have grown, and where 
their relationships may take them, 
but all within the framework of 
reality. Definitely a film to 
applaud.
